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goal in life. Not to have will result in aimless 

wandering and spiritual ineffectuality. Living 
without specific, identifiable, attainable goals is living 
in a vacuum. This is true of both persons and in- 
stitutions. 

Three true incidents demonstrate the need of def- 
inite aims or goals. When Israel came near to the 
Promised Land, they turned their backs on their goal 
and spent the next forty years wandering through 
the parched desert land. They had motion without 
direction; labor without hope; beginning without end. 

During the horrible winter of 1778, the American 
soldiers at Valley Forge became sick, despondent and 
unruly as they waited for spring to come. Quarrels 
and discontent became frequent and violent. George 
Washington ordered the erection of a number of build- 
ings that were not needed. Soon the soldiers were so 
occupied in a specific task toward a foreseeable con- 
clusion that their morale was lifted and the trouble 
disappeared. 


A certain church was prosperous and influential, 
but every pastor who went there found the members 
in impossible confusion and dissention. Finally a pas- 
tor went there who was wise enough to bring the 
congregation to unity and harmony by successfully 
setting certain projects and goals before the people 
and leading them in the labor. They became so intent 
on their work that they had no time for bickering. 


A recent study by a university revealed that office 
workers who go aimlessly through the day become 
tired and weary to a far greater degree than those 
who have home, a date, or something else to look for- 
ward to at the end of the day. Thus we see from 
the Scriptures, from history, from church administra- 
tion and from human experience that we need some- 
thing to work toward if we are to achieve anything in 
life. Motion is not sufficient, for motion without di- 
rection is wandering or drifting. 

Sometimes, and this is tragic, Christians are the 
worst of wanderers. Oh, I know you are headed for 
heaven, that is one redeeming factor; but what are 
your goals in life before you get to heaven? If you 
are not constantly improving as a workman of the

Lord; if you are not becoming more effective for Him; 
if you are not accomplishing something for Him, you 
are not traveling, you are wandering. No matter, how 
much motion you have, you are wandering, going 
around in circles or merely marking time. You aren’t 
going unless you are going somewhere. 

Set before yourself some specified goals. They take 
the tedium and boredom and restlessness out of the 
Christian’s life. One of our greatest church leaders, 
E. J. Boehmer, told me shortly before his death that 
he was beginning a thorough study of a certain im- 
portant doctrine. Death caught him before he com- 
pleted his task, but to the very end he had goals 
set before him; he did not wander. One minister I 
know has set before himself the task of mastering 
church history; any such endeavor is profitable and 
beneficial. Andrew W. Blackwood says that every 
preacher should at all times be studying some book of 
the Bible with the same thoroughness that a college 
student must study his subjects. 


What are your goals in soul-saving? What are your 
spiritual goals? What are your intellectual goals? Al- 
though heaven is your eternal goal, what are your 
immediate aims in life?

ALL THAT IS TRUE of individuals is 
equally true of the Church. We need a goal as des- 
perately as we need finance, property, or any other 
element of church activity. We must recognize that 
even we can become wanderers. Conventions and as- 
semblies that have no constructive objectives will soon 
become occasions for destructive influences to work. 
Congregations that have no dominating goal on which 
the attention of the people can be fastened run the 
risk of disintegrating into critical, faultfinding, de- 
structive units. One of the tests of leadership in the 
church no less than in any other walk of life, is the 
ability to inspire others toward a common cause. 


Energy that is not harnessed in some constructive 
use will usually be spent in obstructing or destroying 
work already done or otherwise being done. You will 
notice that those who complain and criticize most, 
those who are most easily discouraged, those who are

The work in Tennessee has con- 
tinued to go forward during the 
past 18 months. Rejoice with us 
over the following: 


I. New Churches 


Twelve churches have been or- 
ganized since the Assembly. Efforts 
at other places will result in more 
being established this summer for 
we believe the harvest is ready to 
gather in several areas of this great 
state. The Pioneers for Christ mem- 
bers have played a major role in 
supporting a home mission endeav- 
or the past 12 months and have 
stimulated new interest that is still 
blessing our work. We now have 
217 churches in Tennessee. One of 
our fine young ministers, the Rev. 
Hubert Adams, pastor at Soddy, is 
our first state president of Pioneers 
for Christ. 


II. Finance 


God has helped us aid several 
churches with sizable contributions 
to better stabilize their program of 
paying on heavy indebtedness in- 
curred by nice buildings erected in 
previous expansion moves. We have 
paid $23,000 on the campground in- 
debtedness leaving $19,000 yet to 
pay before declaring free of debt 

his project started some 5 years 
ago. Also, the indebtedness of the 
dormitories has been paid under 
the able leadership of our fine 
youth director, Brother Bennie S. 
Triplett. We have recently redeco- 
rated the state office and the state 
parsonage. Last year we had nice 
ains in tithes, missions, aged min- 
ters’ fund and Home for Chil- 
dren fund. We are hoping to over- 
come some losses so far this year, 
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due to the recession. Some of our 
good people were laid off from jobs, 
and naturally it has affected some 
of the churches the past 3 months. 


III. Numbers 


Our membership growth will be 
better this year. Some wonderful 
revivals are being realized with 
many uniting with the local 
churches. The future looks much 
better for membership increases. 
The present membership of 14,450 
is fairly substantial and active, 
with few exceptions. We are hoping 
to show more persons retained in 
our work this year than last. Pros- 
pects are much better so far to 
show a gain over last year. 


IV. State Meetings 


The camp meeting, prayer con- 
ference, and regional youth con- 
ventions last year were far above 
our expectations. This year the 
prayer conference at the East 
Chattanooga Church in January 
was truly God-sent. Never have I 
witnessed a greater spirit of prayer 
among ministers for themselves 
and our state work. Many feel this 
year’s camp meeting will be out- 
standing in attendance with many 
souls praying through to definite 
experiences.

As we review our work here in 
the State of Nebraska for the past 
two years, our hearts are humbled, 
but we can say with Mary, “My 
soul doth magnify the Lord, for he 
that is mighty hath done great 
things; and holy is his name.” 

May I state in the beginning of 
this report the only reason we have 
not been able to do more is because 
we do not have the ministers to 
send into the fields where we have 
the calls to come. Pray ye therefore 
that the Lord of the harvest will 
send forth laborers into our mission 
states. 

We have been able to complete 
two new church buildings, and liv- 
ing quarters for the ministers and 
their families. By the Assembly we 
hope to have another one finished. 

Under the leadership of the Rev. 
J. R. Roper, the East Omaha Church 
has completed their building with a 
parsonage combination. The 
church consists of the main audi- 
torium, Sunday School rooms, two 
rest rooms; in the living quarters 
there are five rooms and a bath.

The Lincoln Church is two and 
a half years old and the Lord has 
blessed the work wonderfully. Their 
desire for a church building was 
realized the first Sunday in March. 
It was truly a wonderful day, cli- 
maxing a long, hard struggle to 
have a place to worship and to re- 
tain a pastor. During these inter- 
vals I pastored the church. When 


the second minister resigned and 
returned to the South, I took the 
building program and completed 
the building, which consists of the 
auditorium, pastor’s study, Sunday 
School superintendent’s office, nur- 
sery, two rest rooms, full basement, 
furnace room and lovely apartment 
for the minister and his family. 

Through the help of Brother 
Morehead, our General Overseer, 
and Brother Homner, Overseer of 
New Mexico, we were able to secure 
our present pastor, Brother H. P. 
Hale. Brother Hale worked faith- 
fully, helping to complete the 
building. The Lord is blessing His 
work here. The church is located in 
a lovely section of Lincoln on a nice 
corner lot consisting of eight 25- 
foot lots.

The Falls City Church of God has 
been cleared of its indebtedness 
through the leadership of the pas- 
tor, Sister Ester Gagner. Sister 
Gagner is doing a good work, and 
we ask your prayers in her behalf 
that the Lord will continue to bless 
in the work there.

The 
church consists of an auditorium, 
and a full basement with an apart- 
ment for the minister and family.

Oklahoma is about half way be- 
tween the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts. The state is bounded on the 
east by Missouri and Arkansas, on 
the south by Texas, on the west by 
the Texas Panhandle and New 
Mexico and on the north by Colo- 
rado and Kansas. 

The basis of wealth in Oklahoma 
depends upon agricultural and 
mineral products. Before the open- 
ing in 1889, cattle raising upon the 
range was the chief industry 
throughout the country. Farming 
and.coal mining in the eastern 
portion were next in importance. 
The chief manufacturing centers 
today are in the oil and gas regions. 

The Church of God had its be- 

ning in Oklahoma in 1916. 
reat strides have been accom- 
plished throughout the years. From 
a small beginning, it has grown to 
a state membership of 1,806 and a 
total of 48 churches. 
: Since the last General Assembly 
in 1956, there has been a monthly 
average attendance in Sunday 
School of 10,260 and 5,679 in Y.P.E. 
with an. average of $1,500 per 
month offering in Sunday School 
and $500 per month offering in 
Y.P.E. We have organized 3 Sunday 
Schools, 4 branch Sunday Schools 
and 2 Y.P.E.’s. A total of $3,335.43 
has been raised for the Home for 
Children and 213,290 coupons. We 
are currently in a coupon drive 
and will begin our district youth 
conventions in March where or- 
phanage offerings will be raised as 
the state’s project for the youth. 

Two churches have been brought 
into being since oy fear 1956. e 
ministers have preached 10,525 ser- 
mons; 1,260 souls have been saved, 
411 sanctified, 289 filled with the

Holy Ghost, 170 baptized in water, 
and 319 added to the Church. A 
total of $10,703.50 has been raised 
for the foreign and district mis- 
sions. 

There has also been a tremen- 
dous increase in property value 
throughout the state and much 
improvement has been made on 
local and state property. 

The state has built a new state 
office adjacent to the parsonage. 
This office is equipped with filing 
cabinet, book shelves, desks, adding 
machine and typewriter. It has a 
tile floor, private entrance and 
fluorescent lighting. 

New church buildings have been 
erected or purchased in Mangum, 
Altus, Skiatook, Sawyer, Enid and 
Comanche. Many of our older 
churches have been strengthened 
and have taken on new life during 
this period. 

Several churches have been in 
building programs making various 
improvements. Lawton has redeco- 
rated both the interior and exteri- 
or of the church including the edu- 
cational department and the in- 
stallation of a baptistry. They have 
a total of 24 Sunday School rooms 
and a large parking space avail- 
able. Wagoner has improved their 
building with a new modern front 
which includes 2 rest rooms, pas- 
tor’s study, and a nursery. Ard- 
more has completely reworked the 
interior of their church and has 
broken all previous Sunday School 
records. Hugo has expanded its 
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educational department. Wapanuc- 
ka also has been making itself 
known throughout the state by 
breaking its Sunday School records. 
These people are now in a building 
program for Sunday School rooms. 
Chickasha has completed their 
church building with a nursery, 
pastor’s study, and two rest rooms 
and has also made improvements . 
on the parsonage. Oklahoma City 
SW has made interior improve- 
ments in the main auditorium; 
they are now in the process of 
erecting a new educational depart- 
ment. Skiatook has also purchased 
a parsonage besides erecting a new 
church building. Wright Station 
has modernized their parsonage 
with the addition of a bath and 
installation of a water pump and 
reworked the interior of their par- 
sonage. 

There has been a total ag ated 
increase in value of $78,850 for a 
one-year period. Space will not 
permit us to mention every church 
and parsonage that has been mak- 
ing improvements. 

No accomplishment or achieve- 
ment within the state could 
have been possible without the co- 
operation and faithful service of 
the ministers and workers. 
The evangelistic fire is burning; 
churches are being revived, with 
many souls being saved. We feel 
that the best is yet ahead for Okla- 
homa and are anticipating greater

As you well know, “Rome was not 
built in a day.” This could also be 
applied to the Church of God work 
in the State of Iowa. Little by little, 
we are seeing the work of the Lord 
move forward in the “Land of 
Corn.” 

I am happy to be privileged to 
work with such a fine group of 
ministers and members as we have 
in Iowa. Harmony and fellowship 
exist among our ministers and 
members. 

Since the last General Assembly, 
we have had 197 saved in our 
churches, 173 sanctified, 48 bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost, and 90 
added to the Church. Our minis- 
ters have visited 8,595 homes, and 
have preached 2,877 sermons. The 
members of the Church of God in 
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Iowa have paid $29,786.13 in tithes. 
Iowa is numbered with the mis- 
sion states; however, our fine peo- 
ple here believe in and support the 
missions program with great in- 
terest. Our missions offering last 
year averaged $8.00 per member. 

Our Sunday School attendance 
since the last Assembly has reached 
a total of 39,148 with an increase 
of 3,834. Our Y.P.E. attendance has 
reached a total of 21,201 with an 
increase of 2,680. 

Iowa’s first youth camp was held 
last year with 81. young people, 
workers, and counsellors and was 
termed a tremendous success by 
everyone who attended. Of the 
youth campers, 22 were saved, 12 
sanctified, 10 baptized with the

Church of God. We praise the Lord 
for these lasting results and for the 
vision gained by the ministers and 
laymen in the great State of Iowa. 
We are expecting our youth camp 
(June 9-14) to be larger and much

A tremendous property improve- 
ment has been achieved since the 
last General Assembly with a new 
church building at Davenport, val- 
ued at $50,000 and a new parsonage 
valued at $10,000. The Reverend B.

the real troublemakers in life, are those who have no 
goals for themselves and therefore spend their days 
in idle wandering and muckraking. 

When a church is young its goals are self-evident. 
There is the primary purpose of developing organiza- 
tion, so all energy and attention is focused toward 
effecting it. Then the goal of formulating doctrine 
and the goal of immediate evangelism. After awhile 
the organizational structure is completed, the body of 
doctrine is formulated and enough evangelization has 
been done to provide strength and operable security. 
Then what? Then the church gets its real test. Either 
the energies that achieved the primary goals will be 
directed toward advanced goals or they will continue 
to fix and tamper and alter that which has already 
been done until great loss is suffered. We need to be 
constructers instead of always being repairmen. In 
the church, as well as individuals, we need goals that 
will dominate us, unify us, and galvanize us in their 
achievement. Without them we will deteriorate into 


drifters. It is easy to say that we have the goal of 
soul-winning and let it go at that, or to suggest that 
we all go out and win the lost. But that is too vague, 
too indefinite, too vast. The pastor who repeats every 
Sunday, “Everyone be sure to bring someone with you 
next Sunday,” never sees his Sunday School grow. 
The goal is too vague and too general to be attained. 
We do have the goal of soul-winning. That is as 
vast and broad and misty as the sky. For the task to 
be accomplished it needs to be broken down into 
recognizable, achievable projects. There must be mile- 
stones along the way lest we become lost, confused or 
begin to wander aimlessly in the infinity of the task. 
The person who prays, “God bless everybody,” in 
reality prays for no one. That is the danger of a goal 
in church activity becoming so vague and immense 
that they are not goals at all. ; 


We need a goal. One that is recognizable, attain- 
able and positive; one that will coordinate our efforts 
and give us direction. May God grant us vision and 
immediate goals as pleaseth Him, and may He excite 
us in their achievement.

MINISTER’S COUNCIL—Jamaica, 
ae West Indies, March 17-12, 


The first session of the Minister’s 
Council convened on Friday after- 
noon, March 7, at 89 Beeston 
Street, Kingston, Jamaica. 

The agenda was presented and 
accepted for consideration and de- 
liberation, with Island Overseer 
P. F. Taylor as moderator. The Rev- 
erend J. L. Gooden was selected as 
parliamentarian for the Council. 
Measures relative to convention ex- 
pense arrangements were discussed 
and passed. The roll call took the 
form of licensed workers signing 
the minister’s roster and receiving 
an agenda. Seventy-one signed in 
the first session. Other matters dis- 
cussed and measures passed in- 
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cluded plans for a tabernacle site. 
It was reported that the Island 
Executive Committee and Island 
Overseer had already paid down a 
retainer on a site at May Pen. The 
action was approved and the Coun- 
cil agreed to support the develop- 
ment of the project. 

A night session was held and 
other matters were taken up for 
the good of the work. 


On Saturday morning the Rev- 
erend J. H. Hughes of Canton, Ohio, 
was given the gavel by Bishop Tay- 
lor and asked to moderate the con- 
ference.

Y.P.E. offerings increased $1,825.40 
with total Y.P.E. receipts $3,265.37. 

The total tithes was $12,352.66 
with a net gain of $3,857.30 over the 
previous year. 

The rallies in the county raised 
$11,504.25 for building purposes and 
showed a -¥? of $5,515.77. They 
raised $994.75 for their county mis- 
sion fund and other purposes. 

The Ladies’ W: g Workers’ 
Band in the county raised $630.11 
more than last year or a total of 
$992.66. 

There were 2,412 converts, 770 
sanctified, 342 filled with the 
Holy Ghost, 749 baptized in water, 
3 new Sunday Schools, 4 new 
Y.P.E.’s, 10 new Ladies’ Willing 
Workers’ Bands and 1 new church. 

A general program of building 
and construction is on in the 
county with the Reverend Nehemiah 
Archer, former County Overseer, in 
Montego Bay doing an outstanding 
job, with his fine congregation, of 
erecting a large, centrally located 
structure.

ISLAND OVERSEER’S REPORT 


This report was rendered in the 
morning session on Wednesday fol- 
lowing that of Elder Robertson. 

The over-all picture of the en- 
tire Island’s work for the year is 
very gratifying indeed. There were 
6,856 converts, 1,805 sanctified, 599 
baptized with the Holy Ghost, 1,401 
baptized in water, 1,608 members 
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added to the Church, with a net 
gain in membership of 1,098. The 
total membership at the first of 
January, 1958, stood at 10,889. In- 
cidently, at the moment we now 
have 11,054 members according to 
our office records. 

There were 165 revivals conduct- 
ed this last year. Fifteen new 
churches were brought into the 
fellowship of the body. Tithes 
paid into our local church treas- 
uries amounted to $25,901.02.
